PASS-THROUGH FATE INCREASE RESOLUTION 

Pass-throuqh Rate Increases. Bowles distributed charts showing 
his calculations for the amount of pass-through rate increase 
which the Company should request due to the April 1 Shelbyville 
and Frankfort rate increases. The Shelbyville increase will be . 
0650 per 1,000 gallons; the Frankfort increase will be 10.60 per 
1,000 gallons, for an overall increase of 17.10 per 1,000 
gallons. He therefore recommends a pass-through rate increase in 
this amount which will cost an average customer 330 per month. 
Bowles will have the pass-through rate increase advertised in 
Shelby and Franklin Counties one time. The ad will be copied and 
mailed to the few customers residing in Henry County to save 
advertising costs. The pass-through rate increase will be 
effective for the first billing after April 1. Additional pass- 
through rate increases will need to be implemented prior to the 
April 1, 2012 and April 1, 2013 Frankfort rate increases. Upon 
motion, duly seconded, the Board voted to pass through these 
rate increases effective on the date each increase occurs.
